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Local law enforcement officers foil murder plot

In a 3:30 p.m. press conference 
Friday afternoon, Joel Folmar, Dis- 
trict Attorney for the 12th Judicial 
Circuit, stated an arrest had been 
made foiling a plot to commit mur- 
der. 

Folmar stated Brenda Gail Goram 
Moore, age 26, of #8 Forest Hills, 
Daleville, AL, was arrested at ap-

proximately 10:05 a.m. Friday morn- 
ing and charged with the offense of 
criminal solicitation to commit mur- 
der. 

According to Folmar, the arrest 
came after 10 days of investigation 
by law enforcement personnel from 
the DA's office, Alabama Board of 
Corrections, Enterprise Police De- 
partment and the Coffee County 
Sheriffs Department. Also assisting 


in the investigation were members of 
the Andalusia Police Department. 

The investigation began after in- 
formation concerning the murder 
plot was received from a state in- 
mate by Board of Corrections per- 
sonnel, 

Folmar said Mrs. Moore, during 
the past few weeks, had solicited 
“more than one” individual to kill 
her husband, Lloyd Moore, age 41, 
of Daleville. 

The couple has been married for 
six years and Mr. Moore was out of 
town at the time of his wife's arrest. 
He drives a truck and was on a trip. 

When he, Mr. Moore, was con- 
tacted he reportedly said, “I can't be- 
lieve it - I love her.” He was not 
aware of his wife's plot to have him 
killed nor was he aware of the inves- 
tigation that was being conducted in 
the matter. 

Folmar stated the arrest was made 
at an Enterprise motel after an under- 
cover police officer arranged a meet- 


ing with Mrs. Moore. The meeting. 


was being monitored and the motel 
room was under surveillance by offi- 
cers from the law enforcement agen- 
cies involved in the investigation, 


Mrs. Moore was arrested as she 
exited the motel room after meeting 
with the undercover police officer. 
Details as to what went on or was 
said in the motel room were not dis- 
closed by law enforcement officials. 

According to Bruce Devane, chief 
investigator for the District Attor- 
ney's Office, no motive had been es- 
tablished, but insurance money has 
not been ruled out as being one.

He said sums of money ranging 
from $200-$35,000 had been offered 
to individuals by Mrs. Moore to kill 
her husband, 

Folmar said, “We feel good about 
this investigation because we may 
have prevented a murder,” 

In a preliminary hearing held be- 
fore District Judge Thomas Head, 
the court appointed an attorney to 


represent Mrs. Moore and bond was 
set at $5,000,000.00. 

She is presently being held in the 
Coffee County Jail in New Brock- 
ton, 

Because it was discovered during 
the investigation that more than one 
individual had been solicited to com- 
mit the murder, the court was asked 
by the DA's Office to set the bond 
extremely high or to set no bond at 
all. 

Criminal solicitation to commit 
murder is a Class A felony which 
Carries a minimum sentence of ten 
ycars up to life. The only higher of- 
fense under Alabama law, according 
to Folmar, is capital murder. 

Mrs. Moore was employed at a 
Cannon Oil service station in Enter- 
prise. 

Present at Friday's press confer- 
ence were: District Attorney Joel 
Folmar, DA Investigator Bruce De- 
vane, Enterprise Police Chief Tim 
Byrd, Sheriff Brice Paul, Investiga- 
tors Rod Manning and Hillman Bai- 
ley with the Alabama Board of Cor- 
rections. 

The investigation into the matter

CPR is most com 
monly administrated to victims of severe 
heart attacks or serious accidents, To 
keep the victim alive, the rescuer must 
start CPR within four minutes after the 
victims breathing and heartbeat has

Mr. Sammy McGee, who is Red 
Mr. McGee said, "CPR is taught as a 
means for people to be able to save lives.

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Using Eggs During The Holidays Bite Into A Healthy Holiday 


Sandra T. Coffey, County Agent 


You've been watching what you 
eat all year, using lower-fat foods 
and not frying as much. The holi 
days roll around and you pull out the 
g00d ole’ family recipes. 

There's no reason to stop using 
your favorite cookbook, but you 
might want to alter the recipes to re 
sult in less fat and cholesterol. The 
best news is that the altered goodies 
don't have to taste like a cardboard 
box. 

The casiest of all substitutions is 
to use skim or 1 percent milk in 
place of whole or 2 percent milk. 
This cuts down on the fat and cho- 
lesterol, 

Another easy substitution is to 
use two egg whites instead of one 
whole egg. This means you won't get 
any cholesterol from the eggs. 


In many recipes, low-fat cottage 
cheese and plain, low-fat yogurt can 
be used in place of sour cream and 
cream cheese to cut down on the fat 
and cholesterol. When making these 
changes, the final product will not be 
as firm as the original recipe. This is 
especially true if a 1-to-1 substitu- 
tion on the first try. Sometimes a 1- 
to-1 substitution will never work 

Other ways to cut fat are to use | 
tablespoon of butter. Oil is best used 
only in recipes calling for melted 
butter. Try 2/3 cup liquid vegetable 
oil for 1 cup shortening. 

Most important, play around with 
the substitutions. Try different sub- 
stitutions and jot down what works. 
Change only one ingredient at a 
time. This will make it easier to fig- 
ure out what does or doesn't work. 


Poinsettia - The Christmas Flower 


Dan J. Presley, County Agent 


More than any other plant, the 
poinsettia has become almost synon- 
ymous with Christmas. Legend has it 
that on a Christmas Eve long ago, a 
little Mexican girl wanted more than 
anything a present, a fine gift to the 
Christ Child at the church service 
that evening. Being poor, she had 
only a bouquet of common roadside 
weeds. As she approached the altar, 
however, a miracle happened--the 
weeds burst into beautiful blooms. 
They were called Flores de Noche 
Buene (Flower of the Holy Night). 
We call them poinsettias. 

While the poinsettia remains a 


symbol of Christmas in many parts 
of the world, it was actually cultivat- 
ed in Mexico by the Aztecs long be- 
fore Christianity came to the West- 
ern Hemisphere. The plant was 
called Cuetlaxochit! by the Indians 
and was prized for its brilliant color. 
Dye was made from the flowers and 
a medicinal preparation to counteract 
fever from latex contained in the 
plant. ; 

Poinsettia is a member of the 
spurge family, Euphorbiacea. The 
showy red portion of the plant, popu- 
larly referred to as the flower, con- 
sists of modified leaves or bracts. 
The real flowers are small, almost 
inconspicuous yellow-green clusters 
in the center of the bracts. 

Poinsettias were first introduced 
into the U. S. in 1952 by Joel Robert 
Poinsett, then U. S. Ambassador to 
Mexico. A botanist, Poinsett sent 
plants to his home in Greenville, SC. 
He distributed plants to several bo- 
tanical gardens and_ horticultural 
friends, among them John Bartram 
of Philadelphia. Bartram, in turn, 
gave plants to Robert Buist, who is 
credited with first growing poinset- 
tias for commercial use. 

Today's modern poinsettias are 
much improved over their ancestors. 


the poinsettia is that it is poisonous. 
Research from Ohio State University 
indicates that poinsettias contain no 
chemicals commonly considered 
toxic. However, it is recommended 
that the plant not be eaien. While

Water 
thoroughly when the soil is dry to 
the touch; discard excess water. Do 
not rewater until the soil is lightly 
dry. Plants properly cared for should 
last several weeks or longer. 


Christmas Trees 


Christmas season is upon us. 
Most homes will have some type of 
Christmas tree. Many of the trees 
will be live trees. 

There can be some fire hazards 
associated with live trees if you let 
tem dry out. | suggest that you put 
ihe base in a container that you can 
add water to. This will help the tree 
retain its freshness. It won't dry out 
as quickly and will not shed its nee- 
dles as fast. 

Make sure that all electric cords 
ure in good shape so that there won't 
be a chance of spark or short igniting 
the tree. 

It is also a good idea to flame- 
proof your tree. Here is an inexpen- 
sive way to do this. Mix 9 ounces of 
Borax, 4 ounces of boric acid, 1 gal- 
lon water, and 1/2 tablespoon of any 
low-sudsing detergent. Mix this so- 
lution thoroughly and saturate the 
live tree with this mixture. This will 
help flame-proof your tree.
